Ajs explained, we have plenty of water in the two city lakes . . . plenty 
of good filtered water, too, but the City pumps simply couldn’t pump 
enough water from the filter plant to the City reservoir to keep up with 
the demand. 


Friday afternoon, there was less than a foot of water in the reservoir— 
when the outside watering ban was issued. The ban was to last for five 
days, but due to the wholehearted cooperation of the public, the reservoir 
was completely filled early Tuesday morning—so the ban was lifted. 


We now have a full supply of water, but suggest that you do outside 
watering moderately; so that this shortage will not re-occur. 


With everyone in the City watering, the water consumption in Comanche 
reached an all-time high of nearly 900,000 gallons per day last week. 
City pumps will deliver only about 500,000 gallons per day from the 
lakes to town.
